WASHINGTON, July 26.—-President

Taft, whose name appeared in the a!l- 
leged postscript, “has no interest in 
Alaska, never had, and knows no.ning 
of the circumstances connected with 
this transaction.” 

Moreover, the President adds, his 
brother does not even remember that 
he ever met Richard 8. Ryan, repre- 
senting the Co roller Railway and 
Navigation Company. 

As for eliminating the land in ques- 
tion from the reserve, the President 
says that there is no danger of the 
Controller Railway and Navigation 
Company, or any other interests, mo- 
nopolizing the field and nothing to 
show that this company is in any way 
connected with the Morgan-Guggen- 
heim interests. Hence, he believes 
that tn elimina the land he has 


acted for the interests of the na- 
tion. 
“I wish to as specific as pos- 


sible upon this point,” says the Presi- 
dent in his message, “and to say that 
I alone am responsible for the en- 
largement of the proposed elimination 
from 320 acres to 12,800 acres, and 
that I proposed the change and stated 
my reasons therefor. 

“The thing which Alaska needs is 
development, and where rights and 
franchise can be properly granted to 
encourage investment and construct 
a railroad without conferring conclu- 
sive privileges. I believe it to be in 
accordance good policy to 
grant them.” 

DOCUMENTS AND MAPS. 
Accompanying the President's mes- 
sage are documents, reports and maps 
bearing on the case, as requested from 
him by a Senate resolution of June 
27 last. 

The President relates how Ryan, 
representing the Controller Rallway 
and Navigation Company, applied in 
1909 for the elisdiination of a tract 
to enable this company to obtain rail- 
road terminalis, etc. The application 
was referred to the Forestry Bureau 
and then to 'the Navy Department 
with a view tNat perhaps the navy ‘de- 
sired to use Controller Bay as a res- 
ervation. The forestry interests found 
no objection to the elimination of the 
tract indicated, “or indeed” as the 
President writes, “to the elimination of 
18,000 acres on the northwest shore 
of Controller Bay.” 

The Navy Department's answer was 
*“negative,” says the President, and, 
after the matter had been considered 
by the Secretary of Agriculture, by 
the Secretary of the Interior and the 
General Land Office, a recommenda- 
tion was made to him that 320 acres, 
with a frontage of 160 rods on the 
northwest shore of Controller Bay, be 
thrown open. A formal order to this 
effect was finally submitted to him in 
October, 1910. but when the matter 
came before the Cabinet late in that 
month he found objection to it. His 
reasons for taking thie stand he ex- 
plained in his message, in part, as 
follows:

retaries cordially concurred in it, the 
suggestion was mine.” 

The President says he had every 
assurance at the time that the Con- 
troller Railway and Navigation Com- 
pany was an independent enterprise 
working in all good faith, and that 
no evidence to the contrary has since 
been brought. to his attention. 

“T am as strongly convinced as any- 
one of the necessity for the conserva- 
tion of our national resources,” says 
the President, “and as much opposed 
as anyone to their monopolization by 
large corporations, but my convie- 
tions on this polnt did not deter me 
from taking the step which I hoped 
might lead to encouraging the n- 
struction of a railway from Controls 
Bay through the Bering felts. 
thought the paring down eof th 
amount of public. land to’ bé acquired 
for terminals by the railway compary 
proposing to build the railroad was a 
poor policy and one not calculated to 
secure investment or speedy con- 
struation.” 

The President goes on to explain 
that there are iron-bound limitations 
covering the method for securing title 
for government lands, and for this rea- 
son he feels no fear of any interest 
obtaining a monopoly. 

“The whole contention that the ex- 
ecutive order and the opening to set- 
tlement.of the shore of Controller 
Bay grants a monopoly to the railway 
company,” he resumes, “rests on a 
claim that it has given an opportunity 
to persons using scrip to appropriate 
the control of the only available and 
practicable parts of the channel by 
the location of the acrip opposite te 
thoge parts. If now the location of the 
scrip opposite to the harbor gives no 
Tight to reach the harbor except as 
Congress may expressly give it, clear- 
ly the Controller Railway and Naviga- 
tion Company has not the slightest op- 
portunity for exclusive appropriation 
of the harbor facilities unless Congress 
‘shall by future art deliberately and 
voluntarily confer it.” 

CRITICISMS ANSWERED. 

Having explained itn detall his rea- 
sons for opening up the land in ques- 
tion, the President takes occasion to 
answer several incidental criticiams. 

“The—order has been criticised be- 
cause it was not In the form of a proc- 
lamation Instead of an order,” he 
writes. “This was determined by Mr. 
Graves, the forester,” he explains, and 
he quotes a letter of Mr. Graves to the 
effect that when «a cOmparatively 
small area is eliminated from a na- 
tional forest, the executive order is 
very commonly used instead of a proc- 
lamation.” 

As to the charge made on the floor 
of the Senate that-the order was secret, 
the President says: “This was utterly 
unfounded.” In support of this, he says 
that ten days before the order was 
made the details of Ryan's application 
and the probability of its being granted 
were given wide publicity. He cites In 
thia respect that the Associated Press 
carried an account of the matter Oc- 
tober 28, 1910, as taken from a type- 
written statement issued by the In- 
terior Department. The order has also 
been criticised, he says, on the ground 
that it did not contain a provision de- 
laying its taking effect for thirty days 
after its publication, as orders restor- 
ing land to settlement by homestead- 
ers frequently do. In this respect the 
President says: 

“An examination of the record fur- 
nishes an explanation of this feature 
of the order as made. When, in Oc- 
tober, the two departments had 
agreed with my acquiescence that the 
order should. be an elimination of only 
820 acres, it was deemed wise to 
spread on the face of the order a spe- 
cifle declaration that it was made to 
afford terminals for the Controller 
Railway and Navigation Company, 
and as no one else was expected to 
intervene and take up any pert of 
the eliminated tract, the restoration 
was made immediate. The form thus 
amended was submitted to the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture, who expressed 
his preference for the immediate res- 
toration order. When I directed the 
striking out of the reference to the 
railway company and the enlarge- 
ment of the area from 320 acres to 
12,800 acres, the form of the order 
in its provision for immediate resto- 
ration was not changed. I have no

ASHINGTON, July 26.—Atty.-

Atty.-Gen. Wickersham, when 
shown a copy [of the voluminous 
document by Representative Stanley, 
said he never had seen it before, 
though since he had been Attorney- 
General he had heard rumors that 
there had been an investigation of 
the harvester combine. 

Senator Kenyon of lowa, former-as- 
sistant to the Attorney-General, sum- 
moned before ys committee for the 
same purpose, id he had advised 
further -investigation before any 
prosecution be undertaken under the 
report. Commissioner Herbert Knox 
Smith of the Bureau of Corporations, 
which is now investigating the Inter- 
national Harvester Company, also had 
heard of the report. 

REBATES ALLEGED. 

The matter was injected into the 
stee! inquiry because the report 
charged that the steel corporation 
pays a rebate of $3 a ton to harvester 
companies on steel purchased, and 
bechuse the committee has informa- 
tion that there is an arrangement be- 
tween the two corporations whereby 
the harvester company buys exclusive- 
ly from the steel corporation. 

The Commissioner of Corporations 
was requested to intercede with the 
President on behalf of the committee 
to see if information regarding the 
relations of the two corporations, at 
present in the hands of the bureau, 
could not be placed at the commit- 
tee’s disposal, 

Richard HM. Lindabury, counsel for 
the United States Steel Corporation, 
offered to furnish all the information 
in the records of his corporation, 
bearing on the point at issue. De- 
spite protests from the steel corpora- 
tion counsel that the International 
Harvester line of inquiry was apart 
from the inquiry directed by Con- 
gress, Chairman Stanley insisted it 
«was essential, and he said he had in- 
| formation. tending to shew that the 
harvester and steel companies were | 
practically . the same.

CHICAGO, July 26.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.}] Executive officiais of the 
Transcontinental centering 
in Chicago, today took their first steps 
towards a decision as to their future 
course of action, following the decision 
of the important intermountain rate 
eases. From the office of J. C. Stubbs, 
vice-president, and traffic manager of 


the Union Pacific-Southern Pacific sys- 


tem, went a cali for a meeting of the 
traffic officials to be held, August 3, 
giving time for officials from the far 
western cities to be present. 

Traffic heads, who have examined 
the complete text of the decision, 
stated today that the new orders cut 
from 1 to 10 per cent. under the ten- 
tative commodity rates ordered into 
Spokane by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, in June, 1910, when the 
roads were required to keep a record 
of returns under the old and the new 
rates to ascertain their effect. In the 
present decision the commission states 
that the rates of June, 1910, have not 
been shown to be reasonably lower 
and proceeds to put in the new per- 
centage basis of intermediate rates, 
cutting under the rates provisionally 
ordered. 

From the Missouri River, it was 
atated today, the new order puts in 
the same rates as the previous order. 
From the Mississippi River, however, 
the previous order allowed 10 per 
cent. excess in the intermediate rate 
over the coast rate, while the new 
allows only 7 per cent. From Chicago 
the prevtfous order allowed a 12% per

Says Can't Sleep. 


as Shot Rings Out. 


The death by suicide of William G. 
Bradshaw, for twenty-five years a 
realty operator in this elty, on the 
steamer Carlos off the Mendocino coast 
Tuesday night, is believed hy his rela- 
tives to have been induced by worry 
over business cares. He was induced 
to take his sea trip for the benefit of 
his health, and Insisted upon going 
alone. 

The end wa<« dramatic. He had taken 
passage on the Carlos at Tacoma, 
bound to San Pedro. Passengers heard 
him complain of being unable to sleep. 
He seemed to be in a despondent mood 
as he paced the upper deck of the 
steamer. Suddenly he halted, drew a 
revolver from his pocket and fired into 
his head. He sank to the deck and ex- 
pired while hoerrified passengers ea- 
deavored to bind the wound. 

A wireless was received by Coroner 
Toner of San Franciseo notifying him 
of the tragedy, and when the Carlos 
arrived in that city he took charge 
of the remains. 

In a pocket of Bradshaw's coat was 
found a letter addressed to Bradshaw 
& Son, No. 207 South Broadway, this 
city, and a second letter, postmarked 
Seattle, was addresed to himeecif, Wil- 
liam G. Rradshaw 

That Bradshaw probably had con- 
templited taking his life while prepar- 
ing for his trip to Seattle, is the opin- 
ion of J. H. Klages, father-in-law of 
the deceased, who lives at No, 334 
South Alvarado street, hext door to the 
Bradshaw home. 

“Of course, one cannot know what 
is In the mind of another,” said Kiages, 
“but my son-in-law was in a very 
nervous, mentally unsettled state, due 
to depression caused by business cares, 
and when his friends finally prevailed 
upon him to take a vacation he insisted 
upon going alone. His reason for this 
I de not know, but It is possible at that 
time the first faint suggestion came te 
him of a way to end his trouble.

two different stones. Temperatures 
algo affect both balis, and stones, to 
an unsuspected degree. And anyway, 
a stone is not a good equivaient for 
a wooden club. 


The most sensible suggestion seems 
to be the acoustic ttse. The experts 
who judge the balls for the makers 
at present are guided a good deal 
more bythe sounda ball gives when 
dropped om to a stone, than by the 
height of the rebound. To the trained 


tear sound is an almost accurate test 


of quality. But a standard sound 
might be difficult to establish too. 


One idea that is receiving plenty of 
support is the marking or the goif 
ball. The great expense on account 
of lost balis is becoming an ever in- 
creasing nuisance, and the caddies 
have waxed fat on it for centuries. 
Now the Chevy Shase Club comes for- 
ward with a satisfactory scheme that 
caught on at once,

bered brass tag, and the golf balls

Run had fallen with ¢ruel Severity. 
The northern people's confidetice of an 
eusy victory and a short War was 
ruthiessiy dispelled. Their pride in 
the troops that had so gallantly 
marched away a few monthp before 
was rudely shocked, and in some cases 
shattercd. 

Men of influence in the porthern 
Mates who had in the first uprising 
following the attack on Fort Sumter 
put their political prejudices to one 
side and supported the hand of the 
President, now resumed thei politi- 
cal opposition to the governnient, and 
clamored either for a change in the 
Cabinet or peace at any price. 

Even such an aggressive Republican 
as Horace Grecley wrote the President 
na gloomy letter, dwelling on what 
nhould be done if the Confederates 
could not be beaten. In such an event, 
he deciared, “every drop af blood 
henceforth stied in this quarrel will 
be wantonly, wickedly shed, and the 
guilt will rest heavily upon the soul 
of every promoter of the crime.”
